IS WAITING TO FLY THEM TO AN UNDISCLOSED DESTINATION - 
PROBABLY ALGERIA - WHERE THEY HAVE PROMISED TO RELEASE 
THEIR HOSTAGES. 

ACCORDING TO NEWS REPORTS, THE TERRORISTS KILLED THREE AND
